RESOLUTION 

No. 13-33|85-CHR(AC)—In their Judgements 
dated 6-2-1984, 27-9-1985 and 3-12-1986 in Writ 
Petition (CRL) No. 1171 of 1982 the Supremo 
Court have laid down the norms and principles thut 
must be observed and the procedure that must be 
followed in every case of intcr-country adoption of 
children. In order to facilitate the implementation of 
these norms, principles and procedures, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India hereby issue guidelines on adop¬ 
tion children as per Anncxure-I to this Resolution 
for the information and guidance of general public, 
voluntary agencies as well as all others concerned 
with the subject matter. 

ANNEXURE-I 

MINISTRY OF WELFARE 
GUIDELINES TO REGULATE MATTERS RE¬ 
LATING TO ADOPTION OF INDIAN CHILD¬ 
REN 

PREAMBLE : 

1.1. Aims asd Objects.—The Government of 
India recognises that the welfare of society, its 
growth and development depends to a great extent 
on the health and well-being of its children. The 
Constitution of India provides that the State shall 
direct its policy towards securing, inter aiia that 
children are given facilities to develop in a heuifhy 
manner and in conditions of freedom and dignity, 
and that chlidhood and youth are protected against 
exportation and against moral and material adan- 
donment. The National Policy for Children also 
recognises that the nation’s children are a sup¬ 
remely important asset and that their nature and 
solicitude is the responsibility of the nation. 

1.2. Need for Family Support for Development 
of Children,—It is an accepted fact that the bal¬ 
anced development of a child—emotional, physical 
and intellectual—can be best ensured within the 
family, or where this is not possible, in familial 
surroundings’. 1 he responsibility for providing care 
and protection to children including those who are 
orphaned, abandoned, neglected and abused rests 
primarily with the family, the community and so¬ 
ck ty at' large. However, since many traditional 
institutions including the family structure are under¬ 
going changes on account of urbanisation, indus¬ 


trialisation and the general process of development, 
family support to a child is not always available. It, 
(therefore, becomes the [responsibility of the com* 
mum!y, of society and of the State to provide both 
institutional and non-iinstitutional support m> desti¬ 
tute children. Traditionally, our society has been 
providing support through charitable institutions and 
non-instuutional activities like adoption, guardian¬ 
ship aud foster care. Due to rapid changes in the 
social structure and other related factors, the man¬ 
ner of children who need care, protection and re¬ 
habilitation is on the increase. It is, therefore, 
necessary not only to expand both institutional aud 
non-institutioual facilities for the nurture of such 
children, but also to regulate and monitor all prog¬ 
rammes so as to ensure minimum standards in all 
child welfare activities. Among non-in slit utional 
modes, the interest of the child can best be served 
through adoption in a family. Further, it is also an 
accepted fact that the child develops best in his or 
her own cultural and social milieu. Thus, place¬ 
ment of a child through adoption in an indigenous 
setting would be ideal for his or her growth and 
development. Inter-country adoption, i.e., adoption 
of Indian children by adoptive parents residing 
abroad, should he resorted to only if ail eflcuts to 
place the child with adoptive parents residing in 
India prove unsuccessful. Generally in all matters 
concerning adoption, whether within the country 
or abroad the welfare and interest of the child shall 
be paramount, 

1.3. Review of Adoption Procedures.—The exist¬ 
ing procedures and practices followed in the cases 
of inter-country adoption were thoroughly reviewed 
by the Supreme Court in their judgement- dated 
6th Februui), i984, 27th September 1985 and 
3rd December, 1986 respectively in Writ Petition 
(CRL) No. 117JI982 by Shri Laxmi Pant Paudey. 
The Government of India after careful study of the 
Supreme Court Judgements hereby resolves to lay 
clown the following guidelines for all concerned 
with a view to promote the weifare of children in 
geenral, and in particular, through adoption. 

ROLE OF J HE STATE GOVERNMENT|UNION 
TERRHORY ADMINISTRATIONS 

2.1. List of Children’s Homes.—The State Gov¬ 
ernments (the term "State Government" shall in¬ 
clude Union Territory Administration wherever 
applicable) shall maintain a list of all Children’s 
Homes being run for the maintenance of destitute, 
abandoned, orphaned, delinquent or neglected child¬ 
ren by voluntarylprivate orgainsations which are 
registered, recognized or licenced under various 
laws. 

2.2. Lirt of Adoption Agencies.—The Stulc Gov - 
ernincuts shall also separately maintain a list of all 
agencies handling in-country and inter-country ad- 
ption of children. 

2.3. Inspection of Adoption Agencies.—The Gov- 
monfs shall periodically inspect all agencies and 
institutions handling in-country and inter-country 
adoptions as well as papers, documents, activities 
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ouuectcd with the services of children generally 
n order to verily 

(i) that adoption as au activity is being pur¬ 
sued by the organisation us a welfare 
measure in the interest of the child and 
not as a commercial activity; 

(ii) that proper records are being maintained 
for children admitted to the Homes; 

(iii) that the children admitted aie provided 
with at least basic minimum standards for 
their care, protection, education and 
development; 

(iv) that lists of persons interested in adopting 
a child or taking a child under guardian¬ 
ship are being maintained by the orga¬ 
nisation regularly; 

(v) that the accounts of the organisation arc 
being maintained and audited annually 
without delay; that the auditor’s reports 
are satisfactory; that any organisation 
which is in receipt of foreign funding is 
duly registered with the Ministry of 
Home Atfairs and has otherwise complied 
with the provisions of the Foreign Con¬ 
tributions (Regulation) Act, 1976; 

(vi) that the organisation is making all efforts 
to encourage in-country adaptions and 
find parents for such children in India 
before resorting to inter-country adop¬ 
tion; 

(vii) that the organisation is receiving regular 
progress reports about the well-being of 
children given in adoption and takes ade¬ 
quate follow-up measures to safeguard 
their interest within the country and out 
side; and 

(viii) that qualified staff having social work ex¬ 
perience continue to be employed to take 
care of the children. 

2.4. Adoption Review Committee.—Each State 
Government shall set up an Adoption Review Com¬ 
mittee chaired by a representative of the 
State Government. This Committee shall also in¬ 
clude representatives of recognized Indian place¬ 
ment agencies, scrutinising agencies and as many 
experts in adoption and child welfare matters as are 
considered necessary. The Committee shall meet 
periodically to discuss child welfare measures, 
especially ways and means to promote in-country 
adoption of children. The State Government may 
also set up an Adoption Cell in the Directorate of 
vSocial Welfare to co-ordinate, regulate and develop 
the work of adoption and to render all assistance 
to the Adoption Review Committee. 

2.5. Monitoring of Performance.—The State Gov¬ 
ernment shall call for information ; nd data cverv 
quarter from all agencies engaged in adoption in 
order to monitor and evaluate the functioning of 
these agencies. The data shall be called for in a 


proforma to be prescribed for this purpose. 

The State Governments shall take all such mea¬ 
sures as ate deemed necessary to actively encourage 
in-country .adoption of children in preference to 
iatcr-country adoption and special attention shall 
be paid for rehabiliaiion of children in orphanages 
through placement by adoption. 

ACTIONS PRESCRIBED UNDER THE JUV¬ 
ENILE JUSTICE ACT 198b 

3.1 If any person, agency or organisation in¬ 
cluding all nursing homes and hospitals, religious 
institutions etc., come across abandoned or desti¬ 
tute children or find such children abandoned in his f 
their precincts or otherwise they shall immediately 
give information in regard to the discovery or find 
of such children to the Social Welfare Department 
of the concerned Government where such nursing 
homes or hospitals are situated in the capital of the 
State and in other cases to the Collector of the Dis¬ 
trict and copies of such intimation will also be sent 
to the Foster Care Home where there is such a home 
run by the Government as also to the recognised 
placement agencies functioning in the city or town 
where such nursing homes or hospitals are situated 
and the Juvenile Welfare Board set up under the 
Juvenile Justice Act, 1986. The Social Welfare De¬ 
partment as also the Collector of the District will 
take care to ensure that this direction is followed by 
the nursing homes and hospitals etc., within their 
jurisdiction and if necessary intimation in regard to 
the discovery or find of abandoned or destitute chil¬ 
dren, if not sent by any particular nursing home or 
hospital to the Foster Care Home and the recognised 
placement agencies, shall be forwarded to them by 
the Social Welfare Department and the Collector of 
the District. 

3.2 Procedure to be followed by authorised person 
etc.—If the person, agency or organisation who finds 
or takes the custody of an abandoned or destitute 
child has been authorised by the State Government 
to take charge of the abandoned [relinquished child, 
such person, agency or organisation shall take such 
action with regard to the abandoned infant as is re¬ 
quired for dealing' with neglected juvenile under the 
provisions of the Juvenile Justice Act, 1986 or any 
other law and also adequately identify the child with 
proper tag in case of infants. 

3.3 Application for authorisation.—Any person, 
agency or organisation engaged in child welfare acti¬ 
vities which intends to take charge of abandoned in¬ 
fants or neglected juveniles or to function as a place 
of safety or fit personjinstitutlon shall apply to the 
State Government concerned under the provisions of 
the Juvenile Justice Act, J986 or any other law, 

3.4 Maintenance and circulation of fists,—The State 
Government shall maintain a list of all such persons, 
agencies or organisation who have been authorised 
to take charge of abandoned children as neglected 
juveniles, or to function as places of safety or fit per¬ 
sons (institutions under the provisions of the Juvenile 
Justice Act, 1986 or any other law and shall furnish 
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the same to the police authorities and Juvenile Wel¬ 
fare Boards under whose limits these persons agen¬ 
cies or organisations are located* 

3.5 Personal appearance of child.—While intimat¬ 
ing or reporting to the Juvenile Welfare Board or any 
other appropriate authority about the finding or com¬ 
ing in possession of ai^ abandoned or destitute child, 
the persona] appearance of the said child before the 
Juvenile Welfare Board or any other appropriate 
authority may not be necessary unless so directed by 
the Juvenile Welfare Board or any other appropriate 
Authority, 

3.6 Control over fit person institution*—The State 
Government shall ensure that if any person, agency 
or organisation, including a nursing home, hospital, 
religious institution, etc., is found to indulge in sale, 
purchase, abuse, cruelty to or neglect of a child taken 
charge of in any manner strict action is taken against 
the individual(s) involved in accordance with law. 

ROLE OF INDIAN AGENCIES ENGAGED IN 
ADOPTION OF CHILDREN 

4.1 Listing with Authorities.—-Every institution en¬ 
gaged in care and custody of children or in adoption 
work or anv other activity related to orphaned, aban¬ 
doned, destitute, neglected or relinquished children 
shall immediately get itself listed with the concerned 

Government* 

4.2 Only regognizetf agencies to undertake Adop¬ 
tion.—Anv Indian desirous of undertaking inter- 
countrv adoption work shall apply for recognition to 
the Ministry of Welfare, Government of India and 
only such agencies as are recognised bv the Ministry 
of Welfare, Government of India shall undertake 
inter-country adoption work. 

4.3 Emphasis on child welfare.—Only such volun¬ 
tary agencies as are primarily engaged in child wel¬ 
fare programmes for the growth and development of 
children and which undertake adoption as a part of 
their total activities may apply for recognition for 
inter-country adoption to the Ministry of Welfare* 

4.4 List of prospective adoptive parents.—Every 
Social (Child Welfare organisation recognised for 
placement work in adoption shall regularly maintain 
a list of all prospective parents containing their 
names, addresses, date on which they have appro¬ 
ached the organisation for taking a child in adoption 
and other relevant details. 

4.5 Promotion of in-country adoption.—Every re¬ 
cognised agency shall make all efforts to find a nlace- 
ment for the child in adoption by an Indian family 
and shall also give all details about the child, includ¬ 
ing full details to the prospective adoptive family, 
except the name and address of the child’s biological 
parents, where known to the recognised agency. 

4.6 Record of promotion efforts.—Everv recognised 
acLnrv riiall keen a comnlcte chronological record of 
the efforts made bv it for loactincr an Indian parent 
for the adoption of a child and shall specifically note 
down the reasons for any case of non-adoption of 
child by an Indian parents. 


4.7 Case history.—Every recognised placement 
agency shall maintain separate file for each child with 
the child’s complete case history. 

4.8 Monthly quarterly data to be furnished to 
authorities,—Every recognised placement agency shall 
furnish monthly data to the Government of the State 
in which the agency is operating and a q.arierly 
statement to the Ministry of Welfare, Government of 
India in such proforma as is prescribed by the Gov¬ 
ernment in respect of children given to Indians and 
others for adoption. 

RECOGNITION OF INDIAN AGENCIES 

5.1 Proforma for application.—Any Indian Social | 
Child Welfare agency desirous of obtaining recogni¬ 
tion from the Government of Tndia for undertaking 
inter-country adoption work shall submit an appli¬ 
cation in the prescribed from to the Ministry of Wel¬ 
fare, Government of Tndia, through the Department 
dealing with Social Welfare in the State in which the 
agency is located. 

5.2 Unrecognised agencies barred,—No agency 
which does not hold a certificate of recognition from 
the Ministry of Welfare shall submit an application 
to an Indian Court under the Guardians and Wards 
Act, 1890, for declaring a foreigner as a guardian of 
an Indian child. 

5.3 Recognition for specified period.—The Ministry 
of Welfare shall generally grant recognition to an 
agency for a specified period. This period may be ex¬ 
tended by the Ministry pending issue of a recognition 
certificate. 

5.4 Level of in-country adoption,—It shall be ob¬ 
ligatory on the part of every recognised voluntary 
agency to arrange at least 25 per cent placements of 
children by way of adoptions (guardianship in Indian 
homes out of total placements effected by it by way 
of adoptions!guardianship in the first year of its re¬ 
cognition, and this level of in-country adoptions | 
guardianship shall bo raised to 50 per c'-nt bv the 
third year of its recognition. The recognition is liable 
to be revoked in cases where the recognised agency 
fails to arrange in-country adoptions upto the figures 
stipufated above provided a reasonable opportunity 
of hearing has been given to the agency concerned 
before such recognition is revoked. 

5.5 Conditions for recognition.—The voluntarv 
agency which seeks recognition shall generally fulfil 
the following conditions ;— 

fa) It shall be a society registered under the 
Societies Registration Act, or a Trust creat¬ 
ed under the Charitable Trust Act; or an 
organisation registered under an appropriate 
law; 

(h) The organisation shall be duly fisted with 
the State Government as a child welfare 
organisation; 

(c) ft shall have a duly constituted Executive 
Committee; the Chief Executive of the or- 
yrmisa'ion as well as the majority of mein- 
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bcrs of the Board(Executive Committee 
should be Indian Nationals; 

(d) It shall be an organisation duly listed with 
the State Government with appropriate ar¬ 
rangements for the protection and up keep 
of children, including infants; 

(e) The organisation should have been able to 
raise funds through public donations during 
the last three years; and 

(f) The organisation should have worked for 

the welfare of children during the last three 
years. 

5.6 Agencies to maintain accounts.—(i) An agency 
shall maintain proper accounts to be audited ffiy a 
Chartered Accountant every year. 

(ii) A photostat copy of audited accounts together 
with audit report shall be furnished by every agency 
within one month from the date accounts have been 
audited by the Chartered Accountant, to the Social 
Welfare Department of the State Government con¬ 
cerned and to the Ministry of Welfare, Government 
of India. 

5.7 Application to be processed only by recognised 
agencies.—An application for declaring a foreigner 
or an Indian to be the guardian of an Indian child 
as a prelude to adoption in a foreign country shall be 
processed only by a recognised Indian agency. 


that country and only such foreign agencies as are 
enlisted for this purposes by the Government of India 
shall undertake this activity. 

6.2 Rights of child taken abroad.—On adoption of 
the child by the foreign parent according to the law 
of his'her country, it is presumed that the child would 
acquire the same status as a natural bom child with 
the same rights of inheritance or succession and the 
same nationality as the foreign parent adopting the 
child, 

6.3 Any foreign SociallChild Welfare agency en¬ 
listed by the Government of India may appoint a re¬ 
presentative in Tndia with the prior approval of the 
Ministry of Welfare. Government of India provided 
that such representative :— 

(i) is an Indian citizen; 

(ii) is qualified in social work and possesses ex¬ 
perience in child welfare; 

(iii) represents only one foreign enlisted agency; 

(iv) restricts his sphere of operation to a parti¬ 
cular geographical area in India; and 

(v) possesses the authority to operate a banking 

account in India in the name of the foreigtf 
enlisted organisation with the permission of 
the competent authorities. 


5.8 Application to be sponsored by enlisted foreign 
agencies.— A recognised Indian agency may submit 
an application of a foreign adoptive parent to an 
Indian Court for awarding the guardianship of an 
Indian child to a foreigner provided the application 
of such foreigner has been forwarded bv a foreign 
voluntary agency enlisted by the Government of 
India. However, if there is an agency owned or ope¬ 
rated by the Government in a foreign country, the 
foreign adoptive parents can approach a recognised 
Indian agenev in Tndia through such agency operated 
or owmed by the foreign Government. 

5.9 Indian agencies recognised to deal wjth 
approved foreign agencies.—No recognised Indian 
agency shall entertain anv direct application for ad¬ 
option of an Indian child from a foreigner or the 
foreigner's representative, except through a foreign 
agency 'enlisted' by the Government of Tndia. 

5.10 Inspection of agencies.—The premises of the 
recognised Indian agencies, including their Children 
Homes, and their records shall be open to inspection 
bv officials of the Government of India andlor offi¬ 
cials of the State Government at any time. 

ROPE OF FOREIGN AGENCIES ENGAGED TN 
ADOPTION OF CHILDREN 

6.1 Foreign agencies to apply to India's diplomatic 
missions,—A foreign SociallChild Welfare agenev 
desirous of sponsoring applications of a foreign ad¬ 
optive parents for adopting an Indian child shall make 
an application for enlistment with Government of 
Tndia in the office of India’s Diplomatic Mission in 


6.4 All foreign enlisted agencies shall submit a half- 
yearly report in the prescribed proforma to the 
Ministry of Welfare, Government of India through 
India’s Diplomatic Mission in the country where the 
agency is located. 

VOLUNTARY CO-ORDINATING AGENCIES 

7.1 Voluntary co-ordinating agency.—There shall 
be a centralized co-ordinating agency in the State or 
even in a large city where there arc several social or 
child welfare agencies and each SociallChild Welfare 
agenev shall provide information to the centralized 
agenev in regard to the children available with it for 
adoption. The State Government shall take such 
measures as deemed necessary for the Constitution 
of Voluntary Co-ordinating Agency (VCA). 

7.2 Annual meeting.—The Ministry of Welfare 
shall arrange every year a meeting of all Voluntary 
Coordinating Agencies for discussing matters of 
mutual interest and such other matters as are consi¬ 
dered necessary and expedient. 

7.3 The member agencies will send to the V.C.A, 
everv month particulars of Children available with 
it for adoption. Tho V,C,A. shall maintain a register 
showing the names and particulars of such children 
and in addition it will maintain a register of Indian 
adoptive parents. The V.C.A. will circulate parrien- 
Tars to all the member agencies so that each agency 
is able to give full and detailed information In res¬ 
pect of all children to an Indian family which appro¬ 
aches any agenev for the adoption of a child. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

8.1 Violation of guidelines.—If it comes to the 
notice of any State Government or any of India's 
Diplomatic Missions abroad that a. recognised Indian 
agency or an enlisted foreign agency respectively is 
not observing all or any of the provisions of these 
guidelines, or is otherwise functioning in a manner 
which is not in the interests of children generally, it 
shall inform, the Ministry of Welfare, Government 
of Tndia, immediately with details thereof. 

8.2 Withdrawal of recognition.—The recognition 
granted to any Indian agency or the enlistment of any 


foreign agency may be revoked during the period ut 
recognition at the discretion of the Government of 
India, provided a reasonable opportunity has been 
given to the agency concerned to be heard before 
such recognition 1 enlistment is revoked. 


8.3 Amendment to guideline.—The Ministry of 
Welfare, Government of India, shall at its discretion, 
make such amendments, additions, deletions or alte¬ 
rations in these guidelines as are deemed necessary 
from time to time.
